Francis L. Robillard 
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Francis L. Robillard of Eastridge Acres, teach- 
er, guidance counselor, drama coach, radio 
announcer and reporter in the Rutland area 
for more than 40 years, died at home Thurs- 
day of a heart attack. He was 61 years old. 

Mr Robillard graduated from Rutland High 
School in 1939, but it was to be 20 years 
before he returned there to teach. 

He graduated from St, Michael's College in 
1943 and received his masters degree from 
the same college in 1953. From 1943 to 1957 
he was on the faculty at West Rutland High 
School, where he taught English and French. 
He was also drama coach there, In 1957 he 
taught those subjects and coached dramatics 
at Proctor High School. Then in 1958 he re 
turned to Rutland High to teach. Before retire- 
ment he became guidance counselor at the 
high school. 

Just last summer the school system used the 
occasion of a community dinner to honor Mr. 
Robillard with a special award for service, In 
1967 he was named to a term on the Vermont 
Student Assistance Corp. 



Long active in local Democratic affairs, Mr. 
Robillard nevertheless never sought elective 
public office. 

For a summer or two in the 1950's Mr. Robil- 
lard was a part time city desk reporter for the 
Herald. But it was as a radio announcer, spe- 
cializing in broadcasting the local high school 
games, that Mr, Robillard became most famil- 
iar to the entire Rutland area. He got into it 
with very little prior experience, but charac- 
teristically became an adept, 

Mr. Robillard was born in Rutland, April 5, 
1921, son of Leon and Mary (Carmody) Robil- 
lard. 

Since his retirement, he had been involved in 
writing the Rutland Public School Newsletter 
and had been an adviser to "The Talisman," 
The Rutland High School yearbook. 

He was a 4th degree member of the Knights of 
Columbus, the Loyal Order of Moose, and 
American Association of Retired Persons. 



On January 20, 1983, the Rutland Community lost a truly 
dedicated teacher with the death of Mr; Francis Robillard, Mr. 
Robillard spent nearly 40 years in education and from 1959 * 
1982 was a member of the Faculty of Rutland High School. 

Fran had a real sense of commitment to his students. He was 
the type of teacher who got the most out of his students and in 
return commanded a great deal of respect from them. 

Over the years he spent in education he had a profound effect 
on thousands of youngsters.
